Earlier, on Nov. 15, a D&C news story, 
‘“Miss Barton in Hall” included this 
paragraph: 

“Miss Barton’s diary, on file in the 
Library of Congress at Washington, D.C., 
tells of the rigors of this travel. In order to 
Start. a bank account for the Red Cross 
Society, as it:was called then, she traveled 
~60 miles by horse-drawn vehicle from 
é Dansville to Rochester, where she opened 
the account at the Monroe County Savings 
“Bank with a $55 contribution by a group of 

Rochester citizens.” 

Twas appalled at the idea of Miss 
Badan traveling 60. miles “‘by horse-drawn 
vehicle” from Dansville to Rochester. The 
failroad up the Genesee and Casaseraga 
Valleys had been completed by 1872; there- 
fore, in 1881, when she traveled from Dans- 
ville to Rochester, train service was cer- 
tainly available.

From Syracuse she traveled to New York 
City, thence to New Haven, Conn., where 
she stayed from Oct. 8 to 24, working on 
Red Cross promotion, aided by her friends, 
Judge and Mrs. Joseph Sheldon, whose 
guest she was. 

From Oct. 4 to 31, Miss Barton was in 
Washington; o Nov. 1 she returned to 
Dansville via Elmira and Wayland on the 
Erie;. stagecozch from ‘there.
